Thank you for your October 15, 2001 telephone call. We understand that Mr. Ekhaus has 
engaged you as his counsel in order to obtain advice from you regarding the Declaration and 
Assignment we sent to him on September 27, 2001 for the above-captioned Patent Application 
("the Application"). We understand that your concern was with respect to the potential 
disclosure of Net Perceptions' Proprietary Information by Mr. Ekhaus to you in view of the 
Proprietary Information and Inventions Agreement executed by Mr. Ekhaus on July 9, 1999 
("the Agreement"). 

Regarding the limited issue of whether the Application includes disclosure of
